It was reliably reported last night 
that at least five of the members of

Financial Ag@ to Be Given 
If American and Other. For- 
eign Interests in Mexico 
Are Guaranteed. . 


PROPOSAL ACCEPTED, 
CARRANAZ IS NOTIFIED 


Arredondo Is Told That 
United States Welcomes 


Adjustment of Differences 
by Direct Negotiations. 


Washington, July 6—The de facto 
government of Mexico was informally 
notified tonight through Eliseo Arre- 
dondo. ambassador designate, that the 
United States welcomed General Car- 
ranza’s proposal to adjust all pending 
differences between the two govern- 
ments by direct diplomatic negotia- 
tion. 

Mr. Arredondo was informed of the 
American government's attitude in a 
conversation today with Secretary 
Lansing after the latter had conferred 
with President Wilson. Later a for- 
mal note will confirm the ambassador's 
report. Mr. Lansing virtually had com- 
pleted the communication tonight, but 
it may be read to the cabinet tomorrow 
before it is delivered. 

Immediately after the cabinet meet- 
ing Secretary Lansing plans to leave 
for a month's’ vacation. Counsellor 
Polk will administer the affairs of the 
state department in his absence and 
meet Mr. Arredondo in the informal dis- 
cussions at whieh a solution of the 
Mexican problems will be sought. 

May Give National Aid. 

It was evident at the state depart- 
ment today that officials believe an 
opportunity now has been -presented 
out of which may,come a means of 
giving the de facto government ma- 
terial aid in restoring order through- 
out Mexico. It is known that the 
pacific nature of the Mexican note 
which brought the crisis between the 
governments to an end, is construed 
here as indicating that General Car- 
ranza besides being impressed by 
American military preparations has 
been deeply influenced by the pressure 
and argument brought to bear on him 
by friends in the United Sates, by Bu- 
ropean diplomats in ‘Mexico City and 
particularly by representatives of many 
of the Latin-American powers. The 
latter have exerted themselves to the 
utmost to avert war and to foster in 
General Carranza’s mind the idea of 
Pan-American unity. 

While the immediate purpose of the 
negotiations in which Secretary Lan- 
sing’s note is to be the first step will 
ye the evolution of some plan for tran- 
quilizing the border regions, the dis- 
cussions may take on a wider scope. 


There is little doubt that Mr. Arredondo 


received the impression from Secretary 
Lansing today that if adequate guaran- 
tees as to the security of American and 
other foreign interests in Mexico could 
be secured, the Washington govern- 
ment believes it possible that the fi- 
nancial aid so greatly needed by the 


de facto authorities could be found. 


Some time ago, it is understood, a 
suggestion that the Washington gov- 
ernment would encourage American 
bankers to go to the rescue of the de 
facto government ‘was made through 
indirect channels. At that time Gen- 
eral Carranza had not felt the pinch 
of poverty which now threatens his 


the suggestion, as he believed he could 
restore financial stability without for- 
eign aid and was understood to have 
been actuated by a desire to leave him- 
self free of any obligations in this re- 
gard.

Secretary Lansing would not discuss 
the terms of the note he will forward 
to the de facto government approving 
the suggestion for direct diplomatic 
negotiations. It is believed, however, 
that it will lay great stress upon the 
friendly purposes of the United States 
and intimate that any plan of action 
that may be suggested, which will in- 
sure the security of the American bor- 
der, will find ready acceptance in 
Washington. 

General Carranza’s note succinctly 
stated the issue which almost brought 
war.

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London, July 7.—Vice Admiral Sir 
John-Jellicoe, in his official report of 
the Jutland battle on May 31, places 
the probable loss of the German fleet 
at 21 vessels and gives that of the 
British fleet as fourteen. He expresses 
the opinion that the German _ losses 
probably were greater. 

The report says the battle was open- 
ed at 3:48, Vice Admiral Beatty's cruis- 
er squadron engaging the German high 
seas fleet until 6:15, when the British 
grand fleet came up. The main fleets 
of the British and Germans were then 
engaged until 8:20 o’clock at ranges 
between 9,000 and 12,000 yards. 

“The Germans constantly turned away 
and opened the range under the cover 
of destroyer attacks,” says the report. 
“During this period Sir John declares, 
“the enemy vessels were seen to be con- 
stantly hit and at least one sank while 
the return fire was not effective and 
the damage wrought was insignificant.” 

Waited for Daylight. 

The German vessels, according to the 
report, were entirely out of the fight 
at 9 o'clock. Vice Admiral Beatty re- 
ported that he did not consider it de- 
sirable to engage the German fleet dur- 
ing the dark hours as the strategical 
position made it appear certain that he 
could locate it at daylight under most 
favorable circumstances. Vice Admiral 
Jellicoe then maneuvered the fleet so 
as to remain between the Germans and 
their bases, placing destroyers where 
they could protect the fleet and attack 
the heavy German ships. The destroy- 
ers made a series of attacks during the 
night, inflicting heavy losses. 

At daylight, however, the German 
fleet was nowhere in sight, says the 
report, but the British fleet remained 
in the proximity of the battlefield un- 
til 11 o’clock, when Sir John Jellicoe 
was forced to the conclusion that the 
high sea fleet had returned to port. 
At 1:15 o'clock the British fleet set 
out for its base, which it reached the 
following day. 

In support of his contention that the 
Germans were not seeking further 
fight, Sir John declares that at 4 a. m. 
the fleet engaged a Zeppelin for about 
five minutes during which time she 
had ample opportunity to note the po- 
sition and course of the British fleet. 

Although the report is filled with 
words of praise for ships and men of 
the British fleet, it does not neglect to 
give due credit to the Germans. “The 


enemy fought with the gallantry that 
was expected of him,” it says. 
Jellicoe’s Report. 

In beginning his report Admiral Jel- 
licoe says: 

“The ships of the grand fleet, in pur- 
suance of the general policy of periodi- 
cal sweeps through the North sea, had 
left its base on the previous day in ac- 
cordance with instructions issued by 
me. In the early afternoon of Wed- 
nesday, 3ist of May, the first and sec- 
ond battle cruiser squadrons, the first, 
second and third light cruiser squad- 
rons and destroyers from the first, 
ninth, tenth and thirteenth flotillas, 
supported by the fifth battle squadron, 
were, in accordance with my direc- 
tions, scouting to the southward of the 
battle fleet, which was accompanied 
by the third battle cruiser squadron, 
the first and second cruiser squadrons, 
the fourth light cruiser squadron, and 
the fourth, eleventh and twelfth flo- 
tillas. 

“The junction of the battle fleet with 
the scouting force after the enemy had 
been sighted was delayed owing to the 
southerly course steered by our ad- 
vanced force during the first hour after 
commencing their action with the en- 
emy battle cruisers. This, of course, 
was unavoidable, as had our battle 
cruisers not followed the enemy to the 
southward the main fleets would never 
have been in contact. 

“The battle cruiser fleet, gallantly 
led by Vice Admiral Beatty, and ad- 
mirably supported by the ships of the 
fifth battle squadron under Rear Ad- 
miral Evan-Thomas, fought the action 
under, at times, disadvantageous condi- 
tions, especially in regard to light, ina 
manner that was in keeping with the 
best traditions of the service.” 

The report states that “the list of 
ships and commanding officers, which 
took part in the action, has been with- 
held from publication for the present 
in accordance with the usual practice,” 
which detracts from the interest of the 
document. 

Admiral Jellicoe estimates the Ger- 
man losses at two battleships of the 
dreadnaught type, one of the Deutsch- 
land type, which was seen to sink, the 
battle cruiser Lutzow, admitted by the 
Germans, one battle cruiser of the

GEORGIA GULLEGES 
VOTED LARGE SUMS 


Committee Votes $100,000 
to State Normal, $50,000 to 
Valdosta and $50,000 to 
Milledgeville Schools. 


Georgia institutions of higher educa- 
tion were enriched by $203,000 by the 
house committee on appropriations yes- 
terday, in the event of its action be- 
coming law. This recommended appro- 
priation was apportioned $100,000 to the 
State Normal school at Athens; $50,000 
to the State Agricultural college at 
Valdosta: an equal amount for the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial college 
at Milledgeville, and $3,000 to the 
Georgia School of Technology. 

The committee found it easy to make 
all of these appropriations except the 
last, and that came hard—so hard, in 
fact, that it was lost, 9 to 10; then, 
upon reconsideration, won by an exact 
reversal of the vote. 

$3,000 Given Tech. 

All the School of Technology asked 
for was the $3,000 for a library build- 
ing. The committee voted that it 
should not have it, regardless of an elo- 
quent plea by President 
Then Representative Swift. Muscogee 
county, moved to reconsider, and he 
made an appeal for the school, and, as 
did others who spoke, freely lauded At- 
lanta’s support of the institution in the 
past. Chairman Fullbright joined in in 
an appeal to members to change their 
votes and give the school a library. He 
cited the fact of the state’s already 
heavy indebtedness, and said that while 
debt and the use of script is bad, ‘‘still 
we're in it, and I see no reason to start 
our economy on this little appropria- 
tion.” 

Dr. L. S. Ledbetter, of Polk county, 
then said that he intended changing 
his vote. “I voted against the appro- 
priations purely on motives of econo- 
my @ he said, “but I am convinced this 
school merits this appropriation. It 
is doing a great good and you can't 
make bricks without straws.” 

The committee was af@@féssed by Dr. 
B. 8S. Miller and Dr. J. M. Pound, pres- 
ident, representing the ‘state normal, 
and Professor Miller, of the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial college. 

Milledgeville Asked $60,000. 

The appropriation of $50,000 for the 
Milledgeville school was cut from $60,- 
000, originally asked for. In the appli- 
cation of the Valdosta school for $50,- 


000 for buildings, the promise of Val- | 


dosta to give $25,000 additional, was 
filed, making the approp@ation— if it 
is made at all-——equal, Oger as the 
school is concerned, $75,000.

‘ANTHLYNGHING? 
BIL IS DEFEATED 


Senate General * Judiciary 
| Committee Opposes Meas- 
ure to Give to the Governor 
Power to Depose Sheriffs. 


The bill of President G. Ogden .Per- 
sons, which provides for the deposition 
of sheriffs ‘by the governor for failure 
to execute the duties of their office 
and which has come to be known as 
the “anti-lynchine” bill, was unfavor- 
ably reported yesterday by the senate 
general judiciary committee. 

The provisions of the bill authorize 
the governor to examine into the con- 
ditions and administration of the or- 
fice of sheriff in the counties of this 
state, and after five days’ notice te 
the sheriff and a hearing before the 
governor, to remove such officer from 
office and appoint a successor for the 
unexpired term for neglect of duty, for 
corrupt conduct, or any other misfea- 
sance, malfeasance or malpractice in 
office. 

“Law Enforcement Bill.” 

President Persons said: “I do not 
call this an ‘anti-lynching’ bill, because 
that term is unpopular, but I do e«all it 
a law enforcing bill. All of our south- 
ern states are cursed with the crime 
of lynching. This bill, if passed, will 
prevent lynching. A sheriff confront- 
ing a mob of his friends trying to hang 
a negro will say, ‘Boys, if you lynch 
that negro physically, you will thereby 
lynch me politically.’ 

“I desire to give the governor the 
machinery to enforce the law, and if he 
then fails to do it, it is his own fault 


I believe, before God and before man, 
that a sheriff should give up his life 
before he should give up his prisoner, 
and if he is not willing to do this. 
then he should not hold the office of 
sheriff.’’ 

Senator H. A. Boykin, of the sev- 
enteeth, said: “We can't legislate 
lynching out of existence. The voice 
of the people is the voice of God, and 
there are certain crimes which our 
people will not stand for. | deplore 
the lynching evil. The flames have 
been fanned to burning in recent cases 
by the northern press. We need this 
Jaw. It is drastic, but let's put it on 
our ‘books, and if it does not accom- 
plish its work, then we can repeal it.”

GREAT PROPERTY LOSS 
IN DEVASTATED AREA 


Damage in Mobile Not Very 
Great, While Loss in Pen- 
sacola Is Confined Largely 
to Water Front. 


The loss 6f at least 17 lives and prop- 
erty damage which may total several 
million dollars in the tropical storm 
which swept the east gulf coast Wed- 
nesday and turned inland Thursday 
have been reported with practically 
every town in the devastated district 
heard from. 

All the deaths thus far reported oc- 
curred Thursday near Beloit, Ala. All 
were negroes. Resorts along the coast 
in the vicinity of Mobile have not been 
heard from and it is feared there may 
have been some fatalities at those 
places. 

There was no of life in either 
Mobile or Pensacola, the largest cities 
in the storm's path, according to mes- 
sengers from those places,

Damage in Pensacola was said to 
have been confined largely to the water 
front and shipping in the harbor, but 
only the most meager reports were ob- 
tainable from that place. The maxie 
mum wind velocity was reported at 104 
miles an hour Wednesday afternoon. 

Laurel, Miss., reported that the prop- 
erty foss there will aggregate $200,000. 
There was no loss of life. 

Jackson and Meridian reported con- 
siderable damage to crop and farm 
buildings. 

Reports from Gulfport, Biloxi, 
Christian and Bay St. Louis, Miss., 
of little damage at those places 
no loss of life. 

Buildings and crops in and around 
Beloit and Tallassee, in Alabama. were 
damaged and crops suffered through- 
out the storm area. 

Traffic between New Orleans and Mo- 
bile and Pensacola over the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad had been sus- 
pended, but Thursday night trains were 
sent out from New Orleans to Mobile.

DAMAGE IN MOBILE 
IS NOT OVER $50,000. 


Mobile, Ala., July 6.—(By Courier to 
Meridian, Miss.)—Property damage in 
Mobile as a result of the tropical hur- 
ricane of yesterday will not exceed 
$50,000, according to estimates made 
today by bankers and other authori- 
ties. There was no loss of life. 

Although Mobile was in the grasp of 
the storm for 12 hours and the wind 
attained a maximum velocity of 8&5 
miles an hour, not a single substantia] 
or large building was demolishéd. A 
number of small houses were wrecked, 
but the principal damage resulted from 
the unroofing of large buildings. 

Klectric lights, street car lines, tele- 
phone and telegraph wires were put 
out of commission, but today the dam- 
age was being repaired. Partial street 
car service was expected. 

Vessels Sunk. 

According to reports reaching Mo- 
bile, the following vessels were lost 
or beached in coming into the bay 
from the gulf: Schooner A. L. Mangold, 
crew saved; schooner Nora Belle, crew 
missing; bay packet James A. Carney, 
sunk, and the packet Apollo slightly 
damaged.

PROPOSE TO EXTEND 
NTERURBAN LINES 


Power Company Plans Buy- 
ing Gainesville Midland, 
Extend to Athens, Later 
Building Link to Macon. 


The purchasega few days ago of the 
Gainesville street car line and power 
plant by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, and the introduction 
in the legislature of a bill to give the 
secretary of state power to issue spe- 
cial charters to interurban railway com- 
panies, is the beginning of a gigantic 
extension development plan by the 
Georgia Railway and Power company. 

It became known last night that the 
Georgia concern will shortly buy the 
Gainesville Midland railroad, equip it 
for the operation of electric cars and 
extend the line into Athens.

VIENNA ADMITS RETREAT 
ON THE KOLOMEA ROAD 


Fierce Fighting in Progress 

in Baranovichi Region and 
in Volhynia, Says German 
Report. 


London, July 6.—The immensity of 


the Russian drive against the Austrians 
and Germans during the last month is 
indicated by unofficial reports from 
Petrograd which say that the Austro- 
German losses in the endeavor to stay 
the advance of General’ Brussiloff's 
armies, total nearly a half million men, 
but half of whom are prisoners. Not 
less than 250 guns of various sizes and 
more than 700 machine guns and an im- 
mense quantity of other booty have 
been taken. 

The Austrians admit a serious de- 
feat west of Kolomea, where they were 
driven back nearly five miles. 

The latest official statement from 
the Russian war office announces the 
capture of approximately ten thousand 
additiona! prisoners, 5,000 of whom are 
said to be Germans, taken in a recent 
battle on the Dmiester. About 5,000 
other prisoners were captured on other 
sections of the Russian front. 

The Germans admit the withdrawal 
of General von Bothmer’s army in the 
sector before the powerful 
attacks of the Russians. They con- 
cede also an advance by the British 
south of Thiepval, in the western zone. 


10,000 PRISONERS 
TAKEN BY RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, July 6.—(Via London.)— 
The war office announced today the 
capture yesterday of more than 10,- 
000 Teutons of whom 5,000 'were taken 
on the Dniester front. 

South of the Pinsk marshes we had 
important new successes yesterday. In 
the region of Kostioukhovka we cap- 
tured an entire enemy battery and took 
prisoner officers and 350 soldiers. 
Northwest of Raznitchi, on the Styr 
north of Kolki, we yesterday captured 
three machine guns and 
2,200 prisonera. North of Stegrouzia- | 
tine we captured enemy trenches and 
took more than 300 prisoners and one 
machine gun. 

Between the Styr and the Stokhod, 
west of Sokul and southward the en- 
emy launched some vain counter at- 
tacks under the protection of artil- 
lery. 

“Galicia: After intense artillery 
preparations we made an energetic of- 
fensive west of the lower Stripa and 
on the right bank of the Dniester. The 
enemy was defeated and driven back. 
Our troops are approaching the Koro- 
pice and Souhodolek rivers, tributaries 
of the Dniester. We took here yes- 
terday nearly 5,000 prisoners and 11 
machine guns. We lost the brave Cap- 
tain Bogolioubsky, killed in action. 

“In the course of an attack on the 
Villagwe of Vertniki the Germans re- 
ceived our troops with liquid fire. Ow- 
ing to their conduct we put all the 
Germans to the bayonet when we cap- 
tured the village. We took prisoner in 
this region more than 1,000 men. At 
one point in this action our Crimean 
Tartars charged the enemy and put 
him to flight. 

“Yesterday a band of twenty Cos- 
sacks swam the Dniester near Doline

“In the region of Riga the Germans 
launched counter attacks against a 
position which we had captured from 
them and our troops retired to their 
former position, taking with them pris- 
oners and arms.

“On the Dvina front and the Dvinsk 
positions and further south there was 
lively artillery fire at numcrous points, 
Near Boyare on the Dvina above 
Friedrichstadt, our light artillery 
smashed a German light battery. At- 
tempts by the Germans to remove the 
guns were unsuccessful. The gun team 
which endeavored to save one of them 
was annihilated. All the guns eventu- 
ally were abandoned. 

“In the direction of Baranovichi the 
fighting continues, developing to our 
advantage. The enemy delivered re- 
peated counter attacks in order to 


regain positions captured by us, but 
"each was easily repulsed. 


“Between Monday and Wednesday 
we captured altogether 78 officers and 
about 3,040 men. 

“Caucasus front: In the region of 
Platana our troops are progressing. Be- 
tween the Taurus and Tchoruk we re- 
pulsed enemy counter attacks and also 
drove a Turkish attack on Tchoruk 
itself, where our men carried an ene- 
my work on the heights. In their at-« 
tacks the Turks used asphyxiating 
bombs. 

“In the region of Baiburt, where

INITIATIVE PASSING 
FROM CENTRAL POWERS - 
TO ENTENTE ALLIES 


Not Believed That Germany 
Can Send Assistance to 
Austria, Which Is Stagger- 
ing Under Smashing Blows 
Dealt by Russia and Steady 
Pressure on the Italian 
Front. 


London, July 6.—The results of the 
staff conferences of the entente allies 
in London in May and June are becom- 
ing continually more apparent in the 
co-ordination of the allied attacks on 
the Teutonic forces and increasing evi- 
dence of the initiative pagsing from the 
Teutons to the allies at almost al! 
points. 

As the French and British armies 
now are engaged in reorganizing and 
preparing for the second phase of the 
battle of the Somme, there is a com- 
parative lull on the western front and 
Russia again takes the center of the 
stage. Today's news from Petrograd 
is highly important in the light of the 
future development of the Somme bat- 
tle. The news that the Russians have 
captured 6,000 prisoners on the Dnies- 
ter front appears to leave little doubt 


“ef the. ¢ollapaé of the Austrian forces 


between Buczacz and Stanislau, which 
will greatly affect the army of General 
von Bothmer, compelling him to retire 
northward. while the advance on De- 
latyn and the seizure of the railroads 
cuts off Von Bothmer from his chief 
base of supplies. 

The prospect 6f Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg being able to make an ef- 
fective diversion is believed here to be 
dwindling, and while the Germans are 
desperately engaged in trying to meet 
the Russian offensive at Baranovichi, 
the Russian General Kaledine is de- 
veloping a strong attack on both sides 
of the Kiev-Kovel railway. 


TEUTONS ARE PRESSED 


ON ALL SIDES. 


The question arises among military 
men here as ipo Germany can come 
to the assistdiice of her Austrian al- 


lies without further depleting her forces 


on the western front and it is consid- 
ered impossible for Austria to risk 
withdrawing more of her own troops 
from the Italian front. It will be in- 
teresting to watch the reaction of the 
western and eastern fronts on each oth- 
er in the devélopment of the battle of 
the Somme and the continued German 
offensive on the banks of the Meuse. 

Dissatisfaction is again being voiced 
by the British newspapers at the in- 
adequacy and vagueness of the Brit- 
ish official reports. The reticence or 
silence of General Sir Douglas Haig’s 
communications on important points is 
compared with the readiness with which 
the French and Russian commanders 
give details of the operations, and with 
the greatly increased latitude permit- 
ted to special correspondents on the 
western front since the beginning of 
the battle. 

That the British authorities fully 
realize that their hard task is far from 
ended, is indicated by the steps which 
are being taken by the ministry of 
munitions for the cessation of holidays 
for munition workers during July. The 
expenditure of munitions in the Somme

GERMANS CONCENTRATE 
AGAINST THE FRENCH. 


Violent counter attacks by the Ger- 
mans on almost the entire line of the 
French advance in the Somme region 
show a change in the situation from 
the earlier days of the Anglo-French 
offensive. In the beginning the Ger- 
mans concentrated their forces against 
the British. apparently considering the 
operations of the French to the south 
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as of small significance. But the rapid 
movement of the French troops, to- 
gether with the importance of the ob- 
jective for which they are aiming, has 
had the effect of changing the German 
view and causing the German com- 
manders to strengthen their defenses 
and forces along the line guarding 
Peronne and other important strategic 
points. 

Both ends of the French line have 
been under heavy attacks, but’ the 
French, according to the official ac- 
counts, have been able to put them 
down, without the Germans making 
any gains whatever. 

While the situation in the Verdun 
region remains comparatively quiet, 
there are heavy bombardments on both 
sides of the Meuse. No advances are 
recorded by either French or Germans. 

The British official statement gives 
few details, merely remarking that, “as 
a result of violent bomb fighting, we 
made further progress at certain points 
in the main battle area.” 


GERMANS MAKING 


salvo from our batteries exploded a 
German munitions depot. 

“A group of our aviators dropped a 
number of shells last night on the rail- 
road from Ham to Nesle. Fires broke 
out in the railroad stations at Ham 
and Voyennes. The railroad was dam- 
aged at several places.” 

Belgium communication: “German 
artillery showed little activity on the 
front of the Belgian army, except in 
the region of Steenstraete.

BRITONS ADVANCE 
NEAR THIEPVAL. 


London, July 6.—‘“‘Near Thiepval (on 
the Somme front) we made a further 
slight advance and captured a num- 
ber of prisoners,” the war office an- 
nounced today. 

“South of La Bassee canal after the 
discharge of gas and smoke we made 
some successful raids into the enemys 
In one of these the Royal 


Vaux fort were repulsed. Similarly at- 
tempts were undertaken yesterday in 
the early hours of the morning to re- 
Capture the Damloup hill battery. 

“In the fighting in the region of 
Thiaumont work we took on Tuesday 
274 prisoners. 

“At Chazelles, east of Luneville, a 
German reconnoitering party returned 
with 31 prisoners and much booty. 
“Southwest of Cambrai an enemy avi- 
ator in the morning attacked a station- 
ary hospital train from a low altitude 
by dropping bombs. Six wounded sol- 
diers were killed.”’ 


FRENCH OFFENSIVE 
IS FORGING AHEAD. 


Paris, July 6.—The French offensive 
has made steady progress in the last 
24 hours. All counter attacks have 
been repulsed, a large area of new 
territory has been occupied and ex- 
tensive captures of guns and munitions 
have been made. 

In the first five days the French have 
advanced with remarkable uniformity. 
The ground gained varied each day in 
depth at different points, but the gains 


have averaged about the same along 
the entire front, and the French are 
now firmly installed between the Ger- 
man second and third lines of defense 
over a front in excess of seven miles. 

That the French losses have been 
comparatively insignificant is  indi- 
cated by the maintenance on the front 
line of attack at their own request of 
the same two ing | corps that made the 
first assault on the German positions 
last Saturday morning. One of these 
corps distinguished itself before Ver- 
dun in February after having won 
laurels in the battle of the Marne. The 
other corps comprises chiefly colonial 
troops, and it also is counted among 
the elite of the French army organiza- 
tions. The generals commanding each 
corps were again congratulated yester- 
day by General Focht. 

Not all the divisions of these two 
corps have been actually in action, but 
basing the calculations upon 9,000 men 
made prisoner by these troops, the 
French clearly appear to have suffered 
only slightly in comparison with the 
forces with*which they were engaged. 
This result is attributed by German 
prisoners to the efficiency of the French 
heavy artillery. 

“It was impossible to keep up the

fight under such fire.” said an officer 
taken prisoner yesterday. “We took 
counsel, and the officers unanimously 
decided to surrender to-avoid useless 
sacrifice of life. 

“What we have to do now,” the offi- 
cer is quoted as adding, “is to save 
men for the coming victorious war 
which Germany will wage four years 
hence.” 

The new French trenches at the most 
advanced point are «now in front of 
Peronne and the village of Mount St. 
Quentin, situated on an elevation 300 
feet from the point from which in 1870 
the Germans bombarded Peronne. 

Last night was generally quiet north 
and south of the River Somme, says to- 
day’s official statement of the war 
office. 

There were a few local engagements 
north of the Somme during the night, 
in which the Germans captured two 
small woods a kilometer north of Hem. 
The French also captured a wood. 

South of the Somme the night pass- 
ed in quiet. A German counter attack 
on Belloy was repulsed easily.

These operations are described as 
follows in today’s communication from 
the war office: 

“Between the Lagarina and Sugana 
valleys our offensive continued yester- 
day. In the Adige valley and in the 
upped Astico basin Our pressure com- 
pelled the enemy to withdraw, uncov- 
ering new batteries on commanding 
positions previously prepared by him. 

“On the Asiago plateau dur artillery 
bombarded the enemy's lines actively. 
In the Campelle valley the enemy 
evacuated the positions he still held 
on the Prima Lunetta, abandoning 
arms, ammunition and supplies. 

“On the remainder of the front to 
the sea there was intermittent artil- 
lery fighting. In the San Martino sec- 
tor the enemy delivered a gas attack 
without results. East of Selz we re- 
pulsed’ an attack against positions we 
captured recently.’”’ 


BRITISH FIGHTERS 
ARE GIVEN REST. 


Press Camp British Army in France, 
July 5.—Battalions which have been 
fighting since the battle began now 
have been relieved from the front line 
and are in billets in quiet villages or 
towns free from the sound of shell 
blasts or crackling bullets. Asked 
what they wanted most when relieved 
they invariably answered, “Sleep, wash, 
shave.” 

Every battalion is proud of keeping 
its formation until the first line of the 
German trenches was reached and of 
the fact that the new army made good. 
One battalion met machine gun fire 
and lost half its officers and men be- 
fore reaching the first line trench, but 
fought its way on another thousand 
yards to an objective set for, where it 
entrenched and maintained its posi- 
tion. One of the officers of this bat- 
talion served out biscuits and half a 
bottle of soda water to each man from 
supplies found in the German dugouts. 
The British who had to subsist on their 
travel rations for the first few days, 
in some instances, were saved from 
shortage by the German rations which 
escaped destruction. These included 
canned German beef. 

Talks with prisoners generally re- 
vealed that the German soldiers have 
food, while letters from their homes 
indicate privations of the civillan pop- 
ulation. 

Asked what he thought of the great 
naval battle, one prisoner said he 
never heard of it. Another said that 
fresh egg@es had been a great luxury in 
the German army and that a basket of 
them had just arrived and the Germans 
in their trench were feasting their hun- 
gry eyes upon it when a British how- 
itzer made a direct hit. One British 
officer found his favorite brand of 
cigars in a German officer's dugout. 

Many prisoners agked the same ques- 
tion as do the British soldiers: 

“Has the British army enough shells 
to keep up such bombardments as that 
of last week?’ 


VERDUN’S DEFENDERS 
PRAISED BY JOFFRE. 


Paris, July 6.—In announcing 
Russian success in Galicia to the 
French troops at Verdun on June 12 
General Joffre issued the following or- 
der of the day: 

“The plan ripened in the council of 
the coalition is now &™ full operation. 
Soldiers of Verdun, we Owe it to your 
heroic resistance which has been an in- 
i dispensable condition of success and 
the basis of our approaching victories, 
for it is that resistance which has 
created on the whole European war 
theater a situation from which will 
emerge the final triumph of our cause.”

SUBMARINE DESTROYER 
SUNK BY GERMANS. 


Berlin, Wednesday, July 5.—(Via 
London, July 6.)—The admiralty to- 
day gave out the following report: 

“One of our submarines sank an ene- 
my submarine destroyer in the North 
sea on Tuesday. 

“The submarine U-35, which carried 
to Cartagena, Spain, an autograph 
letter of Emperor William to the King 
of Spain and medicaments for interned 
Germans, has returned after carrying 
out its task successfully. On this 
journey it sank the armed French 
steamship Herault, capturing its gun.” 

The vessel referred to as a subma- 
rine destroyer probably was one of the 
large fleet of small swift boats which 
Patrol the North sea on the lookout 
for submarines.

I can fully 
sympathize with his feelings when the 
evening mist and fading light robbed 
the fleet of that complete victory for 
which he had maneuvered, for which 
the vessels in company with him had 
striven so hard.” Viee Admiral Beatty's 
report to Admiral Jellicoe particular- 
ly mentions the 'work of the Engadine, 
Commander Robinson, which towed the 
Warrior seventy-five miles during the 
night of May 31, and continued: 

A review of all the reports leads 
mé to conclude that the enemy’s losses 
were considerably greater than those 
we sustained in spite of their superior- 
ity, and included battleships, battle 
cruisers, light cruisers and destroyers.

Guaymas, Mexico, July §.—( De- 
layed.)\—By Radio to San Diego, Cal.

“The enemy, however, made no sign 
and I was reluctantly compelled to the 
conclusion that the high sea fleet had 
returned into port. Subsequent events 
proved this assumption to have _ been 
correct. Our position must have been 
known to the enemy as, at 4 a. m., the 
fleet engaged a Zeppelin about five min- 
utes, during which time she had ample 
opportunity to note and subsequently 
report the position and course of the 
British fleet. 

The waters from the latitude of Horn 
Reef to the scene of action were thor- 
oughiv searched and some survivors 
were picked up. The Sparrow Hawk, 
which had been in collision, was no 
longer seaworthy and was sunk after 
the crew was taken off.

At 
the same time a cure for the lawless 
conditions in the border states must 
be found before the United States can 
feel justified in abating in any degree 
the preparations it is making to pro- 
tect its frontier by force of arms. 

There is no question that the Mexi- 
can government will contend forcefully 
for the withdrawal of American troops 
from Mexico. Since the purpose to 
compel their withdrawal has, been 
abandoned, however, officials do not 
look for another deudlock on that is- 
sue. President Wilson is said to “be 
ready to order the troops out promptly 
when he has any assurance that it will 
not mean merely a renewal of the co:

Officials estimated today that fully 
one-third of all the men in the na- 
tional guard might be affected by the 
order, which applies to troops now on 
the border as well as those waiting to 
move.

Crisp Upkolds Bill. 

Representative Charles R. Crisp, of 
Georgia, a member of the house ways 
and means committee which framed the 
new revenue bill which includes a tax 
of $200,000,000 on inheritances and mu- 
nitions manufacturers, took a promi- 
nent part today in the debate on that 
measure. 

Mr. Crisp said the democrats had rea- 
son to feel gratification at the equit- 
able way the taxes had been ap- 
portioned. 

“Nothing could better illustrate the 
difference between the two great po- 
litical parties than this revenue meas- 
ure,” he said. “The republican party, 
ever mindful of the great fortunes and 
the special few, raises revenue from 
a protective tariff system. ThPs re- 
quires the consuming public to pay the 
bulk of the°tax while big incomes es- 
cape taxes. The democratic party, 
while having no fight to make on 
wealth honestly acquired, believes a 
man should contribute to the support 
of the government in proportion to his 
ability to pay; that great wealth should 
bear its just and equitable proportion 
of the expenses of government, so that 
the consuming masses will have no 
burdens added to those they are al- 
ready laboring urder. Indeed, their tax 
is lightened. Special stamp taxes are 
abolished.” 

Discussing the proposed imposition 


of a national inheritance tax, Repre- 
sentative Crisp said this was a very 
ancient and just tax, and was laid by 
Augustus Caesar as early as A. D. 222. 

“Inheritance is not a natural right,” 
said Mr. Crisp. “It is proper that the 
government which protects the prop- 
erty a man dies possessed of, should 
share in the inheritance since the gov- 
ernment must be supported to insure 
this protection. Today England, France, 
Germany, Italy, Switzerland and almost 
all other enlightened nations collect an 
inheritance tax. It is considered by all 
economists a legitimate source of in- 
come.” 

Referring to criticism which had 
been levelled at the tax on munitions, 
Mr. Crisp said it was proposed to raise 
$71.9090,090 from this source, but he ex- 
plained that manufacturers would first 
be permitted to deduct net earnings of 
10 per cent.

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UP TO CONGRESS. 

Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, is de- 
termined that congress shall have a chance 
at least to say whether it proposes to enable 
the states that have adopted prohibition 
laws to enforce them. He has introduced 
in the senate a hill to prohibit the transpor- 
tation by mail of solicitations for liquor 
orders, including newspapers carrying ad- 
*wertisemerts, published in wet and circulat- 
ed in dry states. 

Congress should tong since have enacted 
this law in fairness to those states that have 
prohibition statutes, and whose greatest 
obstacle to their enforcement has been the 
negative attitude of the federal government. 

Georgia, in common with a number of 
other states throughout the country, has 
enacted a statute which prohibits the pub- 
lication within its limits in any newspaper 
or periodical, or upon any pulletin board, of 
any advertisement whatsoever, of intoxicat- 
ing liquors. Federal statutes that throw the 
mails wide open to advertising of this sort 
effectively nullifies the Georgia law, as well 
as the laws of other states similar to it. 

As a vehicle for liquor advertising, the 
federal mail service is more potent, perhaps, 
than any other. Representatives of the gov- 
ernment in the persons of mail carriers de- 
liver direct solicitations addressed to men, 
women and children in the cities and upon 
the rural routes throughout the state. No 
generally published advertisement could 
possibly have the force and effect of this 


direct method. : 
But while state after state has adopted 


this law, appeals to congress for just a 
chance to test them out have been ignored 


and thrust aside.

At last congress is to be called upen to 
go on record unless, perchance, a cautious 
opposition may succeed in burying the meas- 
ure in a pigeonhole. 

Senator Smith has begun the fight well. 
Georgia will look to see him stand squarely 
back of it until a vote is forced and every 
member is put on record. 


MUNICIPAL BOND ISSUES. 

The merked decrease in municipal and 
county bond issues over the United States 
for the month of June just closed, as well 
as for the six months ending with June 30, 
ig a significant feature of current discussion.

There is more to cattle-raising than 
there is to raising hades, and there !s‘\ 
more to hog-raising than there is to 
scrapping over polities. 


That is the crude philosophy of it in a 
nutshell, and it is good ag far as it goes. 

The Moultrie conference was in the na- 
ture of an “experience” meeting, and stock: 
raising farmers of other states have fol- 
lowed with a record of what they have ac- 
complished, even on a limited scale, in the 
cattle-raising business—farmers who, in two 
or three years, have been relieved of a bur- 
den of.debt and now have productive farms 
well stocked with hogs and cattle.

Navy League Says Our Country 
Is Not Prepared for War 


Washington, July 6.—(Special.)—"If a war 
should break suddenly on the l'nited Statcs 
there would be no human being who would 
know what to do with the navy. The navy 
department has no plan of action. It has no 
established agency to develop such a@ plan. 
It would ‘have to develop an organization 
and work out a plan after war broke. 

Such is the gist of the second of its state- 
ments issued under the query, “What's the 
Matter With the Navy?” given out today by 
the Navy League of the United States. 

“A certain faraway possession of the 
United States,” continued the statement, 
“could not be defended in case of war because 
battleships would burn up all the coal they 
could carry in reaching it, and, without fuel, 
would be unable to fight. 

“The general board of the navy, not long 
ago, wanted to recommend that a pile of coal 
be placed here for use in case of war. It 
asked itself to whom such a recommendation 
should be made. No member was able to an- 
swer that question. 

“In fact, there is no agency in the navy 
department to handle such a problem. It is 
a question of war, of the ultimate grapple 
for which all armanent is maintainea. Yet, 
strange as it may seem, there is in the navy 
department no organization to ‘wrestle with 
the problems of actual war. 

“When hostilities broke out in ‘Europe the 
one word ‘Go!’ flashed to every unit in the 
British fleet, caused each to instantly act 
upon a prearranged program. In six hours 
no German ship could have put to sea witn- 
out a fight. 

_ “It would seem to be time that our na- 
tion listened a bit to the naval authorities 
of the world and took their advice on a few 
of the vital questions with relation to which 
there is no difference of opinion. 

“And the first of these should be the 
creation of a general staff that thought 
might be taken of the thing to do in case of 
actual war and that preparation might be 
taken to meet the necessities of that great 
emergency.” 
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Notable Contribution to State 
By Late Wymberley DeRenne 


Editor Constitution: In the recent death 
of Wymberley Jones DeRenne, of Savannah. 
the state suffered the loss of a gentleman 
who rendered Georgia and the south services 
of a unique and most valuable character. in 
other sections of the country it is not un- 
usual for men of large means to devote their 
time and financial resources to various forms 
of unselfish social betterment, but in our sec- 
tion the small, wealthy, leisured class have 
not, a8 a rule, been noteworthy for this sort 
of activity. In Mr. DeRenne’s case, the cause 
to which his life was devoted was one which 
made appeal to only a limited portion of the 
community, while, furthermore, the unos- 
tentatious manner that characterized his be- 
nevolence served to keep them concealea 
from the general public. 

The most notable phase of Mr. DeRenne’s 
work was the collection and preservation of 
the original materials of (;eorgia history. 
Single-handed he amassed a collection of doc- 
umentary sources far surpassing the efforts 
of active historical societies in many states 
that enlisted the services of large groups of 
scholars. It is the belief of the writer that 
in no other southern state is there available 
so extensive and all-inclusive a collection of 
state historical materials, ranging all the 
way from the earliest colonial period to the 
present time. Mr. DeRenne’'s name was 
known to dealers all over the union and in 
Kurope, and he was accustomed to spare no 
expense or trouble in the acquisition of new 
items. His collection includes not merely 
practically every printed page of a secondary 
character in our state history, but large 
numbers of newspapers, memoirs, letters, dia- 
ries, maps and unprinted manuscripts of va- 
rious sorts. The mere catalog of his collee- 
tion is a bulky volume some two inches 
thick. All this material is housed in a beau- 
tiful concrete library building, and has been 
arranged and catalogued by experts. 

Living in baronial style at this country 
place, Wormsloe, near Savannah, Mr. De- 
Renne kept open house for all students who 
desired to use his books, and many have been 
the noted historians who have enjoyed his 
hospitality and found at Wormsloe historical 
sources not elsewhere available. 

Mr. DeRenne'’s ideal was not simply that 
of a collector, interested only in the titles 
of his books. He had in mind furthering the 
cause of historieal study. To this end he 
spent large sums in having reprinted rare 
documents. The last of these to be published 
was a volume called “l.ee’s Dispatches to 
President Davis.” one of the most important 
of recent contributions to southern history. 

In many other ways Mr. DeRenne made 
his influence felt. He was the principal con- 
tributor to the fund which led to the estab- 
lishment of a chair of Georgia history at the 
university, and more recently contributed a 
handsome sum which is the nucleus of a li- 
brary fund now being raised by subscriptions 
of the alumni and friends of the university. 
He was always open-handed in responding 
to worthy appeals for aid to educational ac- 
tivities. 

The seriousness of the loss to Georgia 
history in his death is happily lessened by 
the fact that Mr. DeRenne left a son, Wym- 
berley W. DeRenne, an alumnus of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and of Columbia univer- 
sitvy, a gifted young man, who has the talent 
and interest to carry on his father’s work,

Foes of county division were vic- 
torious in the house of representatives 
yesterday when, by the slender mar- 
gin of seven votes, they defeated the 
attempted creation of a county to be 


known as Atkinson. : 
Immediately after the vote had been 


taken Representative Kd Wohlwender, 
of Muscogee county, served notice that 
at the proper time he would move to 
reconsider the bill, and among the 
friends of the bill the prediction was 
freely made that when the measure 
comes again before the body the result 
will be different. This prediction 
based upon the fact that Thursday's 
poll of the house showed 34 absentees, 
and this bill, being im the nature of a 
constitutional amendment measure, re- 
quiring a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bership of the house—not of those vot- 
ing—received 119 of the 126 votes 
necessary. 

Just prior to adjournment Speaker 
Burwell callea#@ attention to this fact, 
and urged with emphasis that every 
member possibJe be present and voting 
whenever in the future constitutional 
matters may be up for consideration. 
The rules being as they. are, every ab- 
gent member counts as one vote against 
a constitutional amendment measure. 

Vote on Cook County Today. 

A similar bill, that for the creating 
of a county to be given the name of 
Cook, and to be created from the west- 
ern portion of Berrien, is up for pas- 
sage this morning, and a fight equally 
as intense as was that of Thursday 
over the Atkinson coynty bill, is antici- 
pated. It is expected many of the 34 
absentees of Thursday will be in their 


seats and voting.

Senator McCrory stated that books 
like Peterman’s Civil Government were 
dear at any price, but that such books 
could be printed much cheaper by the 
state than by the book concerns, and 
that the book trust had stolen thou- 
sands of dollars from the school chil- 
dren of Georgia by charging outrage 
ous prices for such books. 

The substitute was enthusiastically 
supported by President G. Ogden Per- 
sons and Senator D. C. Pickett, of the 
eleventh. They were both of the opin- 
ion that it was the sense of the sen- 
ate that a compulsory school bill should 
be passed, and thaj an almost necessary 
concomitant of such a measure Was 
the passage of the school book Dill. 
They were of the opinion that it was 
not right for the state to tell a man 
that he must send his children to school 
without providing books for his chil- 
dren when he may not be in a position 
to furnish them himself. 

A motion to recommit the bill, made 
by Senator J. B. Burnside, was lost. 
Senator Burnside in explaining his neg- 
ative vote said that Senator McCrory 
had so long been supporting his bill 


ithat he now believes that all book sell- 


ers are crooked, and that he had got 
to believe that he knew more about 
choosing school books than the teachers 
themselves. 

Pension inspectors’ Bill Defeated. 

Senator John D. Walker's bill, aiming 
to do away with fraud on the pension 
rolls, which was introduced at the last 
session of the legislature after a con- 
ference with the attorney general and 
the commissioner of pensions, was ta- 
bled by a vote of 19 to 11. The Dill 
provides that pension inspectors be ap- 
pointed to investigate all charges of 
fraud made against pension applicants. 

Senator D. C. Pickett, in favoring the 
bill, said that he desired every confed- 
erate pensioner to get his pension, but 
he did not favor those not entitled to 
pensions reaching into the state’s pock- 
et and taking them. He advocated the 
pension roll being conducted on a busi- 
ness-like basis, so that the deserving 
pensioners should get a greater share 
of the state’s money than they are 
now. 

The bill of Senator Dobbs, of the 
thirty-fifth, requiring automobiles, mo- 
torcycles and other motor-driven ve- 
hicles to use a muffler at all times was 
passed with only three dissenting votes. 

he motion of Senator Minter that 
the senate reconsider its action of Wed- 
nesday in passing the bill creating the 
new county of Treutlen was lost by a 
vote of 22 to 5. 

The senate passed the bill of Senator 
Way creating a game and fish board 
to be composed of the attorney general, 
the state treasurer, the secretary of 
state, and the commissioner of com- 
merce and labor. It provides that a 
commissioner of game and fish be ap- 
pointed by the governor for a term of 
four years at a salary not exceeding 
$3,000 per annum, who shall be under 
a surety bond of $8,000. The commis- 
sioner’s salary is to come out of the 
fund which comes into the department 
of game and fish and not by a tax on 
the state treasurer. 


FAVOR END TO POSITION 
OF SPECIAL ATTORNEY 


Senator Ogden Persons Wins in 
Fight Before General Ju- 
' diciary Committee. 


The general judiciary committee of 
the senate yesterday afternoon favor- 


ably reported the bill of President G. 
ogden Persons repealing the act creat- 
ing the office of special attorney to the 
commission, a position now, 
held by Judge J. K. Hines. 

in appearing before the committee 
in behalf of his bill, President Persons 
pointed out that the special attorney’s 


' position was created by an amendment 


to the bill establishing the railroad 
commission offered by Representative 
Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, and was only 
intended to last for a few years. Mr. 
Hall favors the passage of President 
Persons’ bill, it is stated. 

“| believe that the legal work and 
responsibility of the state should be 
centralized in the office of the attorney 
general, and I have a companion Dill 
to this one which will be introduced 
in the house by Mr. Fullbright, which 
creates the office of assistant attorney 
general at a salary of $2,000, which is 
$500 less than that now received by the 
special attorney for the railroad com- 
mission,’ said Senator Persons. 

“This bill is in no way intended to 
criticise Judge Hines. He is a fine 
gentieman and an estimable lawyer, 
who has been fortunate enough to have 
what 1 call a sinecure,” continued the 
author of the bill. ‘“‘There can be still 
less need for him now since the federal 
authorities have emasculated the pow- 
ers of the state railroad commissions. 
It looks as though every time a new 
commission is appointed the inevitable 
result is the appointment of a special 
attorney for it, while this work should 
be done by the attorney general whom 
the people have elected and are paying. 
A good example of this is the appoint- 
ment of a special attorney for the re- 
cently created W. & A. commission. 

“The attorney general {%s our law 
agent, and he should have charge of all 
the state’s legislation and be responsi- 
ble for it. If he hasn’t enough time for 
this, give him an assistant. There are 
now only three things which the at- 
torney general has to do—to render 
opinions which you gentlemen never 
read; to act in tax cases in which the 
State is interested, and to put his name 
down in cases before the supreme court 
as representing the state. We have 
gone long enough in this namby-pamby, 


| willy-nilly, and the time is here for it 


Senator Boykin took oc- 
casion to point out the invaluable aid 
rendered the commission by Judge 
Hines. “‘Why, the very first thing a 
railroad does ig to hire the best attor- 
neys at exch end of its line for the pro- 
tection of its interests, and tthe same 
principle applies with our railroad 
owned by the state.” Only Senator 
Boykin voted against the favorable re- 
port on the bill.

More people were “looking on” from 
the galleries yesterday than had been 
present on any previous day of this 
session. By actual count the number 
was 156 during the debate on the con-

To Representative Davis, of Laurens, 
came the honor and distinction yes- 
terday of being the first member to 
be called from the floor to preside. Up 
to yesterday Speaker Burwell has 
stuck close to the chair, except last 
Monday, when the session was presid- 
ed over by Speaker Pro Tem. R. C. Le- 
Sueur. During the debate on the coun- 
ty division amendment yesterday, and 
while there was not a,great deal for 
the presiding office to do except sit 
still and look the’ part, Mr. Burwell 
called Mr. Davis to the chair and left 
him there fifteen minutes. After that 
the speaker was absent off and on dur- 
ing much of the discussion, while dif- 
ferent members presided. 


Early in yesterday's session a mem- 
ber made a motion about a bill which! 
he designated by number. Before he 
could tell the house what the bill was 
about, some other member interrupted, 
then another and still anothér, until 
finally everybody was considerably at 
sea, and apprehensive that something 
was about to be “put over’ on him. 
Speaker Burwell himself did not know 
what the nub of the contention was, 
so he ordered the reading clerk to read 
the bills’ title—and even the title of 
the ordinary bill reauires some little 
time in the reading. 

“Now,” called the speaker, above the 
general din, “this is important mat- 
ter, gentlemen, and I ask that every 
member pay close attention while the 
clerk is reading,” and after repeatedly 
exercising his very ._busy gavel the 
speaker finally restored order. Then 
the clerk read: 

“To prohibit shut- 
tles.”’

Repre- 
sentatives Smith, of Dade; Fulbbright, 
of Burke; Stark, of Jackson; Wohlwen- 
der, of Muscogee; Stewart, of Coffee; 
Dickerson, of Clinch, and others had a 
hand and a voice in it—for most of 
them gestured freely. 


Representative Stewart, of Coffee. 
told the house during one of his 
speeches that he has another term as 
good as cinched, for, he said, he has 
declared his candidacy for re-election 
and has been given assurance that no 
one will run against him.

Mr. Stewart wanted to say something 
real nice about one of the Lowndes 
representatives, and he minced no 
words in speaking right out and tell- 
ing the house what he thought of “my 
distinguished friend, Mr. Griffin, of 
Lowndes.” 

It “went,” with no objections. 

There is another rule which might 
also as well not be on the book, so far 
as its observation goes. Mr. Speaker 
has a strenuous time at times in trying 
to. anforce it. That is rule 19. It reads: 

“The members of the house shall 
forbear from private conversations, 
and preserve silence until a speaking 
member shall have taken his seat.”

At a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee’ of the Merchants’ 
sociation on yesterday, the bill intro- 
duced by Hon. John B. Hutcheson, of 
Turner county, for the suppression of 
trading stamps, was unanimousiy in- 
dorsed snd approved, and communica- 
tions were read from mercantile assvu- 
ciations throughout the staté, request- 
ing co-operation in the enactment of 


the law. 

In response to numerous inquiries 
concerning the bill, it is reproduced in 
the form as offered and as unanimous- 
nouse of 


judiciary committee of the 


representatives: 

A bill to be entitled an act to prohibit 
the sale or distribution of trading stamps. 
coupons or similar devices, and for other 
purposes. Re it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, and it Is 
hereby enacted by the same: 

Section 1. That from and after January 1, 
1917, no person, firm or corporation shall, 
in connection with the sale of any article 
or any merchandise whatsoever, sell, give or 
deliver any trading stamps, coupons 
Similar devices, whether such trading 
stamps, coupons or similar devices are or 
are not attached to or form a part of the 
article or package of merchandise sold, which 
will entitle the holder thereof when such 
device is presented alone or in connection 
with others, to a cash or property premium. 
This section shall not apply to stamps, cou- 
pons or similar devices issued by the vendor 
directly to the purchaser in which no one 
other than the vendor and purchaser has 
any interest and which are redeemable di- 
rectly by the vendor in this state either In 
cash or as a credit or rebate upon the 
price of articles or merchandise purchased 
or to be purchased by the same vendee 
from the same vendor within this state. 

Sec. 2. Any violation of this act shall be 
punished as for a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted that all laws 
or parts of laws in conflict with this act be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

Hamilton McWhorter, in behalf of the 
trustees of the University of Georgia, 
allowed such devises only to state in- 
stitutions, but it was amended by Sen- 
ator McCrory so as to include all edu- 
cational institutions in the state.

What Business Wants.

As far as the presidential election is 
concerned business desires of politics 
attention to three principal matters-- 
the tariff, the railroads and the mer- 
chant marine. It asks that the tariff 
be dominated and administered by an 
expert nonpartisan commission, acting 
for the best interests of the whole 
country’s business—not by politicians, 
pledged blindly either to the policy of 
revenue only or of protection indis- 
criminately. For the railroads it wants 
regulation which will allow the trans- 
portation business to become and to re- 
main universally prosperous, and not 
such regulation as has fn the last few 
years driven one-sixth of the milease 
of the country tnto bankruptcy through 
endeavor to force operation of a cast- 
iron theory engineered by a commis- 
sion without expert experience. For 
the upbuilding of the merchant marine 
it asks that destructive navigation 
laws be repealed .and such legislation 
passed as to permit American owners in 
operating ships to compete successful- 
Iv with the ship-owners of other coun- 
tries. Revond this it demands that 


the government keep fts hands off eith- | 


er operation or ownership. It is. of 
course, understood that politics does 
not care. a particle what business 
wants, except that it recognizes when 
business is good tenure of office is 
more liable to continue. Consequent- 
lv on these groungs some study and 
attention to the above recital of simple 
wants will not be unprofitable for eith- 
er party.

500.000 TEUTON 
HORS DE COMBAT 


Have Been Put Out of Com- 

mission Since Russians 
Started Great Drive One 
Month Ago. 


St. Louis... 
Cincin’\... 


Petrograd, July 6.—(Via London.)— 
Nearly a half million Austrians and 
Germans have been put out of com- 
mission since General Brussiloff began 
his great advance a month ago today. 
The grand total of prisoners to date 
is in round numbers, 235,000, of which 
4,500 are officers. 

Without the actual figures regard- 
ing the dead and wounded, careful es- 
timates by military experts, based on 
the best information, places the latter 
at 200,000 to 220,000. The Austrians 
predominate overwhelmingiy among 
the prisoners, but among the dead and 
wounded it is said that a fairly large 
percentage are Germans. The German 
losses in stopping the Russian advance 
on Kovel and in counter attacks made 
in solid ranks were enormous. 

The booty captured reaches incal- 
Culable figures. It is figured that 250 
guns of various sizes and upward of 
(90 machine guns is a conservative es- 
timate. In addition vast quantities of 
munitions, supplies and transports 
have fallen into the hands of the Rus- 
sians. 

The success of General Letchitzky's 
advance west of Kolomea, where he 
has cut the railroad into Hungary at 
Mikuliczyn is emphasized as a new 
body blow to the Austrian defense of 
Fast Galicia. Northwest of Kolomea 
his troops are within 10 miles of Nad- 
worna, well to the rear of the Aus- 
trian right flank facing Tarnopo! be- 
tween the Stripa and Zlota Lipa rivers. 

On the extreme right flank of Brus- 
siloff's front the Russians are vicious- 
ly attacking the Germans at Czartor- 
ysk and Kolgi. They have broken 
through several lines of the enemy's 
fortifications here, threatening the 
flank of the German positions before 
Lutsk. These successes have consid- 
erably lessened the pressure on the 
Russian center in that district. 

Another interesting situation is de- 
veloping at Baranovichi, where the ad- 
vance of the Russian offensive has 


‘brought their heavy guns within reach 


of that important railway junction. 


What Doubtful Voters Doubt.

When the campaign of 1912 began 
the number of intelligent doubtful vot- 
ers was unusually large. It is unusu- 
ally large today—-larger, with the pos- 
sible exception of 1912, than it hae been 
for many presidential years. Such 
doubtful voters are keenly aware that 
a word like “Americanism” is used 
both by men who wish their country 
to achieve national self-consciousness, 
who wish this self-conscious national- 
ism to express itself in steady progress 
toward national and international goals 
rationally chosen, and also by men who 
wish the United States to drift in blind 
isolation. To such doubtful voters a 
catch-word means nothing until its 
spirit is expressed in a program, and 
they are getting ready to scrutinize the

New York, July 6.—Reassuring weath- 
er reports caused liquidation by some 
of vesterday’s buyers in the cotton 
market this morning, but early de- 
clines were followed by rallies, and 
after selling off from 13.06 to 12.94, Oc- 
tober contracts closed at 13.04. The 
general list closed steady, net 4 points 
higher to 1 point lower, July being 
higher while new crop positions were 
generally unchanged to 1 point under 
the final figures of yestérday. 

There were a few buying orders 
around the ring at the-opening which 
had evidently been attracted by the 
sharp advance of yesterday, and the 
overnight storm news. Liverpool made 
a steady showing and first prices here 
were i points lower on August, but 
generally 1 to 4 points higher with

at 13.32 on the call. 

The eastern belt forecast suggest- 
ing nothing more serious than show- 
ers in southern and central sections, 
and a special report from the weather 
bureau indicating that the gulf storm 
was diminishing, checked the buying, 
however, and prices eased off rather 
Sharply during the middle of the morn - 
ing. There was some Liverpool selling 
here, and New Orleans was a seller 
around the local ring, but the bulk of 
the offerings were attributed to liqui- 
dation by buyers on the storm news 
of the previous day, and after selling 
off to 13.12 for December and 13.17 
for January, or about 10 to 11 points 
under last night's closing figures, and 
29 to 22 points under yesterday's high 
level, the market steadied on cover- 


ing.

In reviewing weather conditions for the 
weet. which ended yesterday, the bulletin 
said: 


“The light rainfall in the northern part of |; 


the cotton belt allowed for re Bd 
e 


much needed cultivation. In parts o 
central and southern cotton area, cultiva- 
tion was hindered and:-the flelds are some- 
what grassy. The crop was favorably af- 


fected by the weather in most places, how-: 


ever, and made a satisfactory growth. Owing 
to earlier unfavorable conditions the fields 
are irregular and in places the plants are 
small and backward. The plants are bloom- 
ing in central South Carolina, are forming 
bolls nicely in Georgia, and are fruiting 
well in Louisiana. 

“The damage by the boll weevil is in- 
creasing in Texas and Mississippi, and the 
weevil are reported in Alabama and Arkan- 
sas, and the damage continues in Loulsiana. 
Cotton lice are reported in some sections of 
Alabama.” 

Corn in the lower Mississippi valley has 
been benefited by showers, but they came 
too late in some sections. The crop is tas- 
seling in South Carolina and is éaring well 
in Arkansas, while early corn is maturing 
in Texas, but rain is needed in the north and 
west sections of that state. 

Sugar cane is doing wel! 
in fi condition. 

Tobacco was favorably affected by weather 
conditions. Harvesting continues in Florida, 
has begun in South Carolina and topping 
has begun in Tennessee. Plants are back- 
ward for the season in North Carolina, 
where the crop is reported to be short.

RENEWAL OF U-BOAT WAR 
DEMANDED IN GERMANY 


Advocates of “Unrestricted 
Torpedo” Are Conducting 
Active Cagnpaign. 


Berlin, July 5.—(Via London, July 
6.)—The camgaign for resumption of 
a full fledged submarine war on com- 
merce goes energetically forward. It 
Was expected that with the adjourn- 
ment of the reichstag and the dispersal 
of politicians this agitation by the navy 
league, publicists, conservatives and 
part of the national liberals, would 
gradually lose its intensity. 

On the contrary, reports from‘all sec- 
tions indicate that the agitation is con- 
tinuing with undiminished force this 
afternoon above and below the surface. 
Never a day passes without articles in 
various newspapers to remind the peo- 
ple that, according to the German note, 
the modification of German submarine 
methods merely was temporary and 
contingent upon a modiiication of the 
British blockade. 

Advocates of the “unrestricted tor- 
pedo” appears at every political gath- 
ering regarded as suitable soil for their 
seed. The various newspapers in sym- 
pathy with the movement have almost 
daily a rubric for what they call “Brit- 
ish postal robberies” and ever and 
again attention is called to the fact 
that the blockade has not undergone 
the slightest modification since the dis- 
patch of the latest German note.

STRONG POINTS SCORED. 


BY ORPET'S LAWYERS 


Defendant Leaves Court Be- 
lieving Case of Prosecution 
Has Been Smashed. 


Waukegan, Ill., July 6.—William H. 
Orpet, charged with the murder of Ma- 
rian Lambert, left the court room to- 
day believing with his counsel that 
testimony of chemists had demolished 
the case of the prosecution. 

Three weeks ago Dr. W. J. McNally 
and Dr. Ralph Webster, chemists, tes- 
tified that death was due to cyanide of 
potassium in solution... Today Dr. Mc- 
Nally swore that his first testimony 
was erroneous as shown by later ex- 
periments and that powdered poison 
caused the girl’s death. 

Dr. W. O. Krohn, an alienist, testi- 
fied that Marion was of a hysterical 
type with a tendency toward suicide. 

Other expert witnesses testified that 
the so-called cyanide of potassium 
found in the greenhouse over which Or- 
pet’s father has charge was in fact 
cvanide of sodium, and that it con- 
tained less than one per cent of cyanide 
of potassium. Robert A. Havener, a 
wholesale druggist, confirmed the so- 
dium analysis of the defense’s chem- 
ists and said that when cyanide of po- 
tassium is asked for by the trade cya- 
nide of sodium is unhesitatingly 
provided as being more satisfactory for 
Orpet's father testi- 

ed to purchasing the drug at a Lake 
Forest drug store and Mr. Havener 
swore that his firm has sold it to the 
retailer, 

The evidence of the experts today 
practically closed the case for the de- 
fense. It is expected by the attorneys 
on each side that the case will go to 
the jury by Wednesday. 


MORELOS DOMINATED 
BY DE FACTO FORCES 


in Hands of Carranza’s 
Followers. 


Mexico City, July 6.—The state of 
Morelos, for years the stronghold of 
Zapata and his followers now is com- 
pletely dominated by the de_ facto 
forces, according to a report received 
by the department of state today. 

The capture of Tlaltizpan, for a long 
time Zapata’s headquarters, left on El 
Jilguero as the last stronghold of the 
Zapatistas. This place has been taken 
by the joint forces of General Amaro, 
Carreon and Cepeda and the work com- 
menced in the Madero regime and puk- 
sued without effect during the time of 
Huerta now is said to have been ac- 
complished.
